You 
should arrange to make a secret and 
tactful arrangement with the Chinese 
government for united action.’ 

The correspondent says two tele- 
grams on the matter were sent to the 
Chinese ministry for foreign affairs 
by the Japanese foreign minister. The 
first telegram, he said, declared Japan 
had decided to make concessions to 
China in connection with the Hung 
Chun affair because “relations between 
Japan and America were growing 
worse daily.” 3 

Secrecy Is Maintained. 


It is understood Mr. Obato has been

In the-second telegram the Chinese 
foreign ministry was actually ap- 
proached to open negotiations for the

The police dre somewhat mystified

STATE HIGHWAY POLICE. 
Chicago, Dec. 31.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.)—The excellent articles written by 


Mr. Oscar Hewitt on the subject of high- 
way police should meet with the approval 
of the people of the state and cause 


lature to pass a bill authorizing the for- 
mation of a state highway police. 

The building of hard roads and the 
increased number of \automobilés used 
for business and pleasure purposes niake 
it imperative that a well disciplined, high- 
ly trained motorcycle polite foree be or- 
ganized to regulate traffic and safeguard 
property and lives. , 

The military police back of the lines 
in France, which were patterned after 
the French highway police, demonstrated 
the efficiency which could be developed 
by the selecting of men of brains and 
brawn to cope with traffic and crime, 
The French in peace time use their high- 
way police to superintend the repairs of 
the road, in addition to police duty, each 
man having a “ repair gang ” somewhat 
like the section gang on our railroads, 
who make all the repairs in a given ter-. 
ritory. These police also regulate the 
cafés and public houses in the villages— 
see that law and order is maintained. — 
In the state of Illinois there should ‘be 
a force, with nQmber based upon the 
population of counties, excluding incor- 
porated cities and villages which have or- 
ganized and uniformed police depart- 
ments. The highway police should be di- 
vorced from politics and under the super- 
vision of a state department.\, They 
should be detailed to counties a their 
duties codrdinated with those of deputy 
sheriffs. 

The principal duties of the highway po- 
lice should be to regulate traffic, enforce 
speed regulating laws, check up licenses, 
glaring headlights, and all other viola- 
tion of vehicle laws and rules of the 
road, inspect roads, bridges, culverts, 
and superintend repairs. 

The scope of their authority should 
take in crime detection and crime pre- 
vention, aid the local law officers in law 
enforcement, when called upon, and re- 
port the failure of local authorities to 
perform their sworn duty where such 
conduct is observed. : 
They should not come under the orders 
of the sheriff or other law officers except 
when called upon to assist in specific 
cases. 

Labor organizations should not obstruct 
the passage of this law. Labor has noth- 
ing to fear from a well organized force 
of officers of the law. No strike has been 
won where violence has been used and 
public opinion turned against the strik- 
ers.

E ence heard a disgusted duck 
hunter say that he would 
either join a duck club—if it 
cost $10,000—or quit duck 

shooting; the occupant of a neighbor- 
ing blind had just spoiled a good shot 
for him. 

“Well,” we remarked, “there is a 
lot of ignorant competition in duck 
hunting and a good many hunters need 
enlightenment.” 

“Enlightenment, fiddle sticks!’ was 
the reply, “what some of them need 
is a charge of number sixes in the 
seat of the pants!” 

We suppose every duck hunter has 
felt the same way at times. How often 
in public shooting places will someone, 
through ignorance or selfishness, blaze 
away at birds far out of range for 
them, but heading right for your 
decoys? How seldom will every hunter 
on a marsh let the birds work and give 
‘up a long chance in order to let some- 
one else get a good shot! : 


The disgusted hunter quoted above 
was most positive in his opinion that 


DUCK SHOOTING OF THE , all duck hunters are rough necks and 


that one must join a club to shoot 


“with gentlemen. We thirk he is 


wrong, for the trouble is not with the 
duck hunters, but with the conditions 
of present day duck hunting. 

Just suppose, for example, that the 
park commissioners would suspend all 
rules governing golf on the public 
links and let everybody play when and 
how they choose. Would there be 
wrangles and fist fights for playing 
privileges? Would the air be full of 
golf balls? There, and it, sure would! 


What we are driving at is this; duck 
hunters have increased and duck 
marshes have decreased to such an 
extent that the hunting in the future— 
if there is to be any hunting to speak 
of—will be done either on club grounds 
or state owned marshes, and in the 
latter case according to rules laid 
down by the management and with 
restrictians on hours and number of 
days per season each hunter may 
shoot. 

Sounds strange, but we believe that 
this is what we are coming to; the 
present free-for-all, competitive system 
is spoiling the shooting for everybody. 


CARE OF FERNS. 

Midwinter is the season of the year 
when ferns suffer a great dea! because 
of the improper temperature and moist- 
ure condition of the room where they 
are kept. If ferns are to be thrifty 
and green throughout the winter the’ 
pots should be kept in a room where 
the temperature and atmosphere can 
be kept under control both night and 


y. 

Many valuable fern plants dre killed 
every winter in indoor window gar- 
dens where the plants are subjected 
to extreme high or low temperatures. 
A temperature around 65 or 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit is probably the most Aesira- 
ble for ferns. It is detrimental to the

In order to keep the proper amount 
of moisture in the air some househoid- 
ers find it a good practice to set a pan 
of water on the radiator and another 
near the fern pots. Dry air not only 
interferes with the activity of the 
plants themselves but encourages the 
development of plant pests. 

On the other hand, too much moist- 
ure is not good for ferns. On damp, 
rainy, and foggy days the atmosphere 
is often saturated with an excessive
